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The First Philippine Airmail 
Exhibition Issue

HILATELY has scored another 

achievement in the Philippines. 

For the first time in the postal 

history of this country, on Febru- 
ary 17, 1939, the Bureau of Posts, Ma- 
nila, issued a set of commemorative air- 
mail stamps in honor of a philatelic exhi- 
bition—the first Philippine Airmail Exhi- 
bition, which was conducted under the 
auspices of the Philippine Air Mail So- 
ciety, Chapter 13 of the American Air 
Mail Society. 

Like all Philippine airmail commemo- 
ratives, the stamps issued bear a sur- 
charge. This issue consists of two val- 
ues, namely 8 centavos and 1 peso, sur- 
charged on the 26-centavos old issue 
(Scott 298) and 10-pesos new issue 
(Scott 431), respectively. The legend 
of the surcharge reads: “FIRST—AIR- 
MAIL EXHIBITION—Feb. 17 to 19, 
19339—8 CENTAVOS” (and “1 PESO” 
on the higher value) in four lines. It 
has the semblance of the ARNACAL sur- 
charge, and the words “AIRMAIL EX- 
HIBITION” are inscribed in semi-circle. 
The surcharge on the 8 centavos is in 
black, and the 1 peso in red. Total issue 
for each value, are: 200,000 for the 8 
centavos and 30,000 for the 1 peso. Both 
were issued in sheeets of 100 subjects 
each. At a glance, total issue of the lat- 
ter would, to all appearances, seem out 
of proportion to the former. But the 
following circumstances will explain. 

Originally, an airmail miniature sheet 
was proposed for this issue, the design 
of which, was prepared by the writer. 
Together with a resolution passed by the 
Philippine Air Mail Society, it was duly 
submitted to the Philippine postal au- 
thorities on December 9, 1938. This 
miniature sheet was made up of three 
values—8 centavos, 20 centavos and 1 
peso. Incorporation of these three values 
was intended for the following air mail 
necessities; 8 centavos for the present 
airmail charges within the Philippines; 
20 centavos for registry purposes in and 
outside of the country; and 1 peso, for 
the regular Clipper rate, from the Phil- 
ippines to the United States. 

In the resolution submitted to the 
postal authorities, a sufficient issue was 
likewise requested, leaving the quantity 
at the discretion of the government; at 
the same time the printing of the sheets 
be made at either the Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving at Washington, D. C., or 





at the Bureau of Printing of the Com- 
monwealth Government. Simultaneously, 
it was petitioned that in the event time 
would not warrant the printing of the 
miniature sheets for release on February 
17 (opening day of the exhibition), the 
overprinting of three current stamps with 
the three values so considered with the 
following over-print: “FIRST—PHIL- 
IPPINE AIRMAIL EXHIBITION — 
1939.” 

After due deliberation and considering 
it futile to hope to have the miniature 
sheets in time, the postal authorities de- 
cided to surcharge only two values on 
stamps without the overprint “Common- 
wealth,” and went on with the selection 
of stamps and the preparation of the 
surcharge in the meantime. However, 
lack of sufficient stocks on hand 
without overprint, and concerning it 
would be an atrocity to surcharge any 
other Philippine commemoratives, sent 
the postal authorities into a_ slight 
headache. 


Meanwhile, believing on the philatelic 
traits of stamp collectors, the postal au- 
thorities requested Mr. Jesus Cacho, 
president of the Philippine Airmail Ex- 
hibition, for an opinion on the matter. 
By way of a suggestion, Mr. Cacho ac- 
cordingly made mention of stamps of 
several issues. But unfortunately all 
stocks on hand were small. Mr. Cacho 
went even as far as to suggest the sur- 
charging of the 4 centavos (1935) with- 
out the overprint “Commonwealth” (of 
which there were ample stocks) for the 
8 centavos. But the postal authorities 
deemed it inadvisable, lest racketeers 
might by surcharging mint copies of this 
value, cause considerable loss to the gov- 
ernment coffers. 

In view of this difficulty, Mr. Cacho 
further suggested that the 26 centavos 
old issue and 10 pesos new issue be sur- 
charged with 8 centavos and 1 peso, re- 
spectively. To this the postal authorities 
gave a concurring opinion, as there were 
sufficient stocks of the 26 centavos at 
that time. 

Originally, it was intended to sur- 
charge the 26 centavos with the two val- 
ues (8c and 1 peso), and what a calam- 
ity it would have been, but a little exer- 
cise of common sense coupled with Mr. 
Cocho’s suggestion, the day was saved 
for stamp collecting. Thus, although 
stocks of the 10 pesos were very low at 





that time, and considering it the only 
eligible denomination for the 1 peso- 
surcharge, the “die was cast,” for the 8 
centavos and the 1 peso values. And this 
explains, the issue of 200,000 and 30,000 
for the 8 centavos and 1 peso, respect- 
ively. 

Consideration was also taken of the 
limited number of the latter. The postal 
authorities were prompted to issue this 
number taking the VON GRONAU and 
F. REIN commemoratives as a basis. 
Both were issued with 30,000 of their 
higher values. It was further contended 
that the VON GRONAU and F. REIN 
stamps were sold by the Bureau of Posts 
for several years (about 5 years) until 
their destruction recently, notwithstand- 
ing that the VON GRONAU and F. 
REIN commemorated events of interna- 
tional importance. Moreover, further 
basis was also made on similar issues re- 
leased by foreign countries for philatelic 
exhibitions of this nature, taking also 
cognizance of the fact that the Philippine 
Airmail Exhibition was merely a national 
event. Hence, the limited quantity of 
30,000 for the 1 peso. 


Collectors will observe that plate num- 
bers on the 26 centavos will seldom be 
seen, as according to Benjamin Mogul, 
postal inspector and one of the three 
supervisors in the printing of these 
stamps, all plate numbers on this de- 
nomination were virtually detached, due 
to interruptions made by the borders of 
the sheets in the printing of the sur- 
charge. The 1 peso bear their plate 
numbers. 

Sale of these stamps was placed to the 
public on February 17, at the Manila 
Post Office. It was originally scheduled 
to release these commemoratives at 8 
o’clock in the morning, but at the re- 
quest of collectors who wanted to take 
advantage of the Manila-Baguio daily 
airmail service which closes at 6:30 a. m., 
the Bureau of Posts advanced the selling 
time at 6 a.m. Much to the surprise of 
the postal authorities, men and women, 
boys and girls, and even ladies, jammed 
the Philatelic Section at 4 o’clock in the 
morning waiting for the release of the 
new commemoratives. 

Prior to the first-day sale of these 
stamps, the Philatelic Section of the Bu- 
reau of Posts, accepted reservations, but 
were limited to 500 sets to every person. 
(Believe it or not, I have only one set

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in my album.) This wise step was taken 
by the postal authorities so as to curb 
speculation on the part of speculators 
and stamp syndicates. As a matter of 
fact, some dealers posted reservations 
from 2 to 3,000 sets, and there was even 
a European dealer who was quoted as 
saying to buy out 90% of the total issue. 
However in spite of all these bright pros- 
pects for quick sale to the government, 
the Bureau of Posts turned them down. 
To which collectors might well send a 
vote of congratulations. It can also be 
affirmed as an encouragement and the 
maintenance of the standard of philately 
in these Islands to a high plane. 

Wishing therefore to curb any specu- 
lative aspect on this issue, the Bureau 
of Posts issued an order to the effect 
that only 50 sets should be sold to every 
person on the first day. (Persons who 
did not make reservations prior to Feb- 
ruary 17.) Notwithstanding this limited 
quantity for each person, the unexpected 
demand for these stamps was so great 
that the 1 peso value was virtually sold 
out by 4 o’clock in the afternoon, leaving 
only straight edges, which are still for 
sale at the local Philatelic Section at the 
present writing (March 11). 

Despite this unprecedented demand, 
American collectors will be able to get 
sets of these stamps at face, as although 
with a limited quantity, stamps of this 
issue were sent to the Philippine Resi- 
dent Commissioner at Washington, D. C., 
for sale at the Philatelic Agency. 

First-day sale of these adhesives 
reached the highest peak of FD sales of 
Philippine commemoratives. It amounted 
to 46,000 pesos, which broke all com- 
memoratives’ records according to 
Amando Marquez, chief of the Philatelic 
Section, Bureau of Posts. 

Again, it was the first time in the 
postal history of the Philippines in which 
the Bureau of Posts applied two cachets 
on first day covers. The first cachet, 
however, was applied only on covers not 
flown. This cachet is worded: “COM- 
MONWEALTH OF THE PHILIP- 
PINES—BUREAU OF POSTS—FEB. 
17, 1939—FIRST DAY SALE—FIRST 
AIRMAIL EXHIBITION STAMPS— 
OFFICIAL CACHET” and circular in 
form, with a flap on the lower left and 
right-hand sides. Measures, 42 mm. in 
diameter. 

The second cachet and designed by 
the writer was the one submitted by the 
Philippine Air Mail Society to the postal 
authorities for applications on covers 
flown to all air routes of the Philippines. 
This cachet, together with the former, 
were applied on covers flown to the fol- 
lowing points: 

Manila-Baguio 
Manila-Paracale 
Manila-Naga 
Manila-Legaspi 
Manila-TIloilo 
Manila-Cebu 
Manila-Bacolod 
Manila-Davao, and 
Manila-San Francisco, 
which, by sheer coincidence, the Clipper 
mail for the States was closed on the 
evening of February 17—date of the first 
day sale and opening of the Exhibition.

Czech Mail Held in Transit 


To permit persons in the United States 
an opportunity to stop the transmission 
of articles recently mailed to Czecho- 
Slovakia, the United States Post Office 
Dept. is holding for a short time all 
mails to that country. The Department 
took this unusual step as a result of 
numerous requests and as a result almost 
all mail dated March 4 or later has been 
-prevented from falling into Nazi hands 
until senders have had an opportunity 
to recall it. The deadline for applica- 
tions was March 21. Included in the 
mails were those already dispatched in 
steamers leaving New York March 10, 
15 and 17. Many mailers feared the con- 
tents of articles would be seized by Nazi 
secret police or that expressions within 
letters might bring punishment to ad- 


dresses within the former Czech re- 
public.

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STAMPS IN THE NEWS 


Czechoslovakia- Lithuania 


Early last year the Czechoslovak re- 
public was so secure in its independence 
that it issued stamps commemorating 
victories of Czech legions in the Allied 
armies over the Germans during the 
World War. A few days ago the army 





of the republic surrendered almost with- 
out a shot to victorious Nazis who had 
incorporated the crippled republic within 
the German reich merely by threats. 
Today villages, cities and historic places 
pictured on the republic’s stamps are un- 
der the domination of foreign troops. The

giant Skoda munitions works which sup- 
plied arms to most of the Balkans and 
eastern Europe is now a German plant, 
its directors fugitives. The cathedral of 
Kosice pictured on a recent stamp is 
even more recently the subject of a Hun- 
garian set commemorating its being 
taken over by that country. Crowning 
indignity for the Czechs was to have the 
unwelcome visit of Adolf Hitler on the 
night of his conquest and to have him 
take over the Hradcany, as his head 
quarters. The postal service of the re- 





public which had just celebrated its twen- 
tieth anniversary thus joins those of Aus- 
tria and Ethiopia in disappearing before 
mechanized might. 

Far to the east the autonomous state 
of Carpatho-Ruthenia put up a show of 
resistance against Hungarian invaders, 
but the independent government lasted 
only a scant two days and probably no 
postal mementos will exist of this short- 
lived state. 

To Lithuania on March 22 came the 
next blow in the Nazi march to the east. 
For months now the Lithuanian minis- 
ters had become almost resigned to los- 
ing Memel, a German city serving as 
port to a countryside of Lithuanian pop- 
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ulation. On March 22 the Nazi city 
government took over the posts and tele- 
graphs and the Lithuanian population 
fled en masse, the armed forces of the 
small republic retreating to Lithuania 
proper, and Lithuania thus became a 


land-locked country, its only seaport 
gone. Memel will be recalled for having 
been the source of numerous stamps in 
post war years until Lithuanian troops 
seized it in 1923. 

Not recognizing the legality of the 
German seizure of Czechoslovakia, the 
democracies made futile protests and re- 
ports were heard that Czechs in those 
countries would proclaim a provisional 
government in exile, with headquarters 
in the U. S., thus repeated the history of 
1918, when Washington was actually the 
capital of the country so far as directing 
the formation of the new republic.

For years the firm of H. A. L. Hughes & Co. of Peterborough, England, have 
been regular advertisers and our readers by this time must have many thousands 
of stamps purchased from them. The photograph shows the entire staff of 
the firm. Seated in the front row are Miss Bardell, H. A. L. Hughes, W. B. Eas- 
terfield and Miss Jones; standing are Miss Bruce and Miss Smith. Mr. Hughes and 





Mr. Easterfield are partners in the firm; Miss Bardell and Miss Bruce attend to 
the approvals section of the firm’s activities; Miss Jones is the mail clerk and Miss 
Smith is the stenographer. The firm is just ten years old, having been started by 
Mr. Hughes in 1929 and specializing almost exclusively in supplying stamps to 
meet the wants of U. S. A. collectors. Two years later, as a result of heavy sales 
of the now well-known “$2 Lots,” he added an assistant and steady growth since 
has increased the business to the present staff which occupy four office rooms. 
Peterborough is about 70 miles from London and London auctions are attended 





once or twice each week. 

Mr. Hughes comes of a Welsh family, 
his father being a man of letters of 
some repute. Starting in a _ lawyer’s 
office, he found this not to his liking 
and spent several years in Western Can- 
ada. Serving in the World War he later 
was in Australia for four years, returning 
to Peterborough and then starting the 
stamp business. 

Mr. Easterfield, the other partner, was 
originally in the banking business and 
following the War, during which he re- 
ceived the Military Cross for bravery, 
took up stock broking. In 1929 he 
moved from London to Peterborough, 
going into partnership in 1932 with Mr. 
Hughes, though he still continued his 
other business activities.

BIRMINGHAM 51 


Within the last few months I have 
noted a few 1c 1927 items coming out 
of Birmingham precancelled in that city 
type that so much resembles the old 
buro type. One thing that distinguishes 
these new comers from the real buros is 
the smudginess of the imprint. All old 
type buros that I have seen from Bir- 
mingham were pretty clear and distinct. 
I wonder though just how many city 
types repose in buro collections without 
the owner knowing the difference. One 
distinction that often is overlooked be- 
tween the two types is that the CITY 
TYPE is slightly smaller than the buro 
type. The capital A in Ala. is plain in 
the city type while in the buro there is a 
slight serif or extension of the right line 
where they form a point at the top. So 
if anyone has thought he has picked up 
a Birmingham 51 recently let him scruti- 
nize his copy again and make sure it is 
not just the 1c compound in the city 
type. 


HayYpDON CATALOG 


The second edition of the Parker Hay- 
don Catalog of Buroprinted Precancels 
came to my desk within the past week. 
If strictly a House Catalog I would think 
only the available items in stock should 
be listed and save all the unnecessary 
correspondence that would occur other- 
wise. Each and every dealer has his 
ideas about prices yet most of them 
agree that the prices set in the OFFI- 
CIAL catalog are the best possible con- 
sidering the information at hand and are 
in no wise made to suit anyone’s stock 
or collection. There are no illustrations 
in the Haydon Catalog and its claim to 
simplicity lies in the method employed 
in pricing blocks and pairs. If a stamp 
lists 10c and is listed thus 10x5 then the 
single is worth 10c but the block or pair 
as the case may be is worth 5 times 
that amount or 50c. 


Stow, OHIO 


My attention has been called to a 
typeset precancel used at this place on a 
small weekly newspaper. Evidently the 
sheet had no subscription rate or there 
would have been no need in _ using 
stamps in mailing them as a paper of 
this kind with an established subscription 
rate and having the proper postoffice 
permit can mail within the county it is 
located postfree. As I understand it only 
a few mailings were made with the type- 
set stamps when a U-12ON was supplied 
the office. The typesets were neatly 
printed and in a small (about eight 





point) size, neat type with serifs and 
were between lines spaced rather far 
apart. These items no doubt will give 
OHIO collectors quite a headache tili 
they land theirs.

Last year in August, Germany seized 
Austria and as a result Austrian Stamps 
went up in price, the most spectacular 
being the big Dollfuss Stamp, now that 
Hitler has taken Czechoslovakia, the 
Czech stamps have started to climb. 
Wholesale quantities of these stamp are 
rapidly disappearing. Some stamps have 
tripled in value over night. Now for a 
simile to the Dollfuss stamp mentioned 
above. The miniature sheets picturing 
Masaryk are proving the most elusive of 
items. Whereas supplies were plentiful, 
now they seem to be non-existant. One 
wonders if they will hit the heights, at 
present no one knows because one does 
not know what Hitler did with the seized 
stamps. 


A few weeks ago the Bratislava minia- 
ture sheet of Czéchoslovakia were tobog 
ganing to a new low level. Today they 
have doubled and tripled in prices over 
night. Most of the New York dealers 
were happy that they were rid of their 
supply of these stamps. The funny thing 
about it all is that no one is shedding any 
tears over the sudden rise in prices for 
they feel what one hasn’t got one doesn’t 
need to worry about. 


Another popular but elusive item is 
the new Vatican city set that were sur- 
charged when there was no reigning 
Pope. This set is going to be very scarce 
from all reports. Only a few New York 
dealers have had some of these, and al- 
most every one is wanting them. These 
stamps were on sale for 11 days and only 
one set was sold to each customer and 
the Swiss guards saw to it that a person 
receiving a set did not get on the end of 
the line in order to secure more. Natur- 
ally at the end of the 11 day period quite 
a number of sets remained. I have only 
heard rumors of what disposition was 
made of these remainders, and rumors 
are not worth quoting. When I receive 
definite word of their disposal I will in- 
form you. 


It seems that Lambert Gerber is con- 
ducting all of his Auctions in New York 
City now.
